6) FOLLOW ALL mlaa and orders by water- 
trant men. 7> Stay out of unknown watara.

LIFE iAVKEflS, fire extinguishers, oars and 
anchors should be available on every boat, and 
•hould be used. Jubalt aald.

"None today, w#*ve got plenty." 

The fact of course l)eing that we were shor- 
inj; up on our treasure of frozen beef, straw- 
berries, and 

There were some isolated incidents of firing 
and of being fired upon. One day I saw a tank 
with a 9» nilHiiieteir rtfle aiming that weapon 
voint blank at a bridge abutment I asked 
what they were after, and one of the crew said 
they had spotted a couple of Germans ducking 
under the bridge. They firetl the gun once, but 
didn't wait aretiBd to see if any pieces flew 
out. 

T W BAJfft Wtfto hr witiMut i&cidtnt un- 
til May 6 when we cpme to the Pifciis. That 
part that we had to cross w«8 neither nor 

beautiful. 

We were no sooner across w^hen shells 
Started to hit about fifty yards behind us. We 
ra», natufallsri and it asemad thai each succes- 
sive shell fell aibout the wem Alstahce behind us 
- fifty yards eftdt tiiB»--iiiitll we wer« Into a 
rural village. 

■ I took my squad into a stone (perhaps 
cement) barn, and we huddled against the 
walls- while the shelling continued. It was 
nothing like tbe sheUiugs of the days of heavier 
figbtlng, teit it was mmgb t» strike fear Into 
us. We weren't anxions to sliek our heeds out 
to see whMPe the eiirapitr. waa flying. 



We were in the barn for ten or fifteen 
minutes when I happened to glance behind me. 
I hadn't paid much attention when I went in, 
but there was a large beautiful black stallion 

in the stall immediately back of me, his back 
feet no mo 10 than three or four feet from me. 

I DIDN'T KXOW much about horses, but I 
knew I didn't want to be kicked in the head, so 
I tilted my helmet in his direction, using the 
wall to shield be from that iriilch was going 
on outside. 

After a few more minutes, the shelling 
slowed and subsided. T decided it was safer out- 
side than in, and went out just in time to see 
. our motor pool sergeant shooting his B.A.U. 
into the air. I couldn't say anything, but the 
strange and new sound of a Jet (Which the 
Nazis Introduced in the latter days of the war) 
w^as whooshing up there somewhere. 

I thought of a G.I. with a B.A.R. hitting 
any kind of plane was pretty ridiculous, and 
we ribbed him until he went back to his jeeps. 
Then, we lolled apilnst a fence In the noon-day 
sun and waited some more for tbe war to end. 

We worked, or perhaps I should say wended 
oin- way to the outskirts of a city named Rosen- 
heim, near the Austrian border , on tbe Inn 
River on the morning of May 7. 

WE STATED in this position for several 
hours, then received orders to mount up and 
move oat. Bribing, through the city we were 
stopped as a grenp^of French Moroocan soldiers, 
about a hat talon In strength marched proudly 
past We then drove out of the city to another 
of tbe nameless and seemingly endless rural 
villages where we were to biUet for the night. 

In late aftemeoiip etisra eani^ daem not to 
shoot any Germans we might see. General von 
Ribbentrop had made arrangements with our 
headquarters to surrender his army to us, aad 
would be coming through. 

He m^ have dene so, but this was another 
of the many unverified stories we have to toll 
our grandchildren, but which, in fact only af- 
fected us by hearsay and did little to make Uie 
routine dullness of this army life more glamor- 
ous. 

That night we first got tbe word. 

•*THK WAH IS OVEH.** 

Thero was sqim Insisntaneoiis whooping 
and cheering frote tHe men. hut it was ahorw 
ilvi^ ape Kiw^ mmtfomA Wi tua known 



it was near for so long that when it came, it 
seemed almost antl-cllmactic. 

There was a thrill inside in thinking about 
It deeply, and we lit fires for the first time 
in several months. While we were standing 
round the fire, some singing old favorites such 
as "Heart of My Heart" and that "Old Gang 
of Mine," some just standing there reflecting 
over it all, the platoon Sergeant came out 
8creamlt4 to get out tbe fire. 

At first, we were shocked and frantic over 
the tlu»ught that the (Jermans were around us. 
and not surrendered. After the initial panic, 
however, he explained to us in his best cbewtng- 
out manner that the report of the war being- 
over was not official, 

AT 4 O'CLOCK the following morning, May 
8, 1945, I was standing a guard post at the back 
entrance to the house In which the platoon was 
sleeping, imd was listening to the German ra^L 
I had "inherited" at Ntfremburg playing softly' 
in the kitchen. 

There was a short-wave program on from 
the Iloseland Ballroom in New York yith the 
music of Guy Lombardo. During this program, 
the announcer made reference to the fact that 
the Geitaana had>8uri%ndered, an4 people were 
dancing in the streets. 

This was a program being replayed from 
the night of May 7 in the regular American 
broadcasting schedule, and was no more official 
at the time than our earlier rumor, but it was 
enough verlficatioii for me, and I was quietly 
thHIled at the thought that I knew, and the rest 
were still not sure. 

AFTER DAYHKEAK, when we were once 
again packing our things into the jeeps, the 
word came down— officially. The war in Europe 
was indeed over. We were to stay where we 
were until we received out next assignment. 

There was no more shouting In victory . . . 
this changed to speculation about what was 
next, but there was, it seemed, a beautiful sere- 
nity about the farmland. The flowers werettn. 
bloom, the sun was warm. The birds were siSg- 
ing and the sounds of bnttle were behind us. 

Perhaps we would have to go to the Pa^CIc^ 
and none of us were anxious for that. But this 
day was given over to exulting in the wonders 
of nature's work of Spring. It was a day for re- 
flsction, and peace, and thoughts of home no 
longer «o fhr away.

Only the Army drafts men 
now. But conscription is a major 
factor influencing enlistments 
and volunteers for officer pro- 
grams in all the Hervires and in 
the Armed Forces Reserves. 

AS A nmwt of the enlist- 
ment deeltae, the Army had to 
double ItH draft call last March. 
And only last Friday the Pen- 
tagon issued a call for 17,000 
men to be inducted during June 
— another increase in a steady 
climb from a low of 8.000 for 
February. 

Draft calls since February 
have been for 7,900 men in 
March, 13,700 in April and 16.- 
100 for May. The army also 
expects 9,000 volunteers next 
month to supplement a total of 
86,000 recruits.

"The iiironie received from 
the stile of I be cattle is used to 
buy feed, pay student help, 
etiuipment and replacement cat- 
tle If necessary," Dr. Good said. 

■"I'be oat tie purchased in the 
fall are used tor winter teed 
trials and supplement experi- 
ments. Then they are brought 
la to the feed lots and fattened 
OS experimeaial ratlona," Boren 
explained. 

" Yearlings are used for graz- 
ing experiments," Boren said.

A 15 year old Inbreeding 

projeft Is being supervised by 
Walter Smith, assistant profes- 
sor of animal husbandry. Smith 
is conducting the Investigations 
on a herd of 1 SO purebred 
shorthorns. 

Smith also handles the Qitar* 
ter Horse operations. 

Carl Menzles, assistant pro- 
fessor of animal husbandry, is 
in charge of the purebred and 
experimental sheep at K-State. 

"WE HAVK 600 head of 
sheep, about half of which are 
purebred. The others are used 
for more commercial type feed- 
ing experiments," Menzies said. 

Menzles said that four breeds 
of purebred sheep are main- 
tained; Hampshire, Snffolk, 
Rambouillet and Southdown. 
About luO breeding ewes are 
serviced by eight rams which - 
represent the four breeds. 

"A show flock Is usually ex- 
hibited at the American Royal 
in Kanaas City, tbe Mid-America 
Pair at Topekn and the Kaniaa 
State Fair at Hntehlnaon," 
Menzles said, 

Mensies said that many of the 
experimental sheep are used by 
the meats lab for practice in 
carea.Hs evaluation. The Home 
Economics department also uses 
the carcase's for nutrition testa. 

Menalea corn men ted that the 
sheep operations Just about pay 
for themselves. The money 
from the sale of purebred and 
commerelal sheep is used to pay 
feeding and management ex- 
penses. 

IN THfe. awiAtsi division, two 
main breeds, Dnroes and Poland 
Chinas, are kept for use in at 
least one of three primary areas, 
according to A. R. Jensen, as- 
eoolate professor of animal hus- 
bandry, who Bupervlaea the 
swine breeding and vaaaMt^ 
ment. 

Dr. Jensen said that most of 

the animals are used In a nu< 
trition research program. Some 
are used to atttdy breeding and 
selection practices. Others are 
kept for teaching purposes.

The Voting -Rights Bill of 1985 Is presently before 
the Senate of the United States. It, unquestionably, will be 
passed. There is some debate as to in what form it will 
be passed, however, and there are various amendments 
Offered a^ tbe best possible soli^tions^ . 

OBM iJfmwmt offered to one that would abolish 
poll taxes in state elections. This is being pushed by Sens. 
Edward Kennedy (D-Mass.) and Jacob Javlts (R-N.Y.). 
Four states, Alabama, Mississippi, Texas and Virginia 
Btiii require that a poll tax be paid before a citizen ^j^u 
vote on state and county elecyjpns. 

Ttte tirentyi»fburth oDnstttodolial amendment, pasaed 
in 1962, eliminated poll taxes on nattonal electtons.

Though I haTe not knoifn 
any local Negroes, I have moved and lived wf|h 
them elsewhdre in the country. I have found them 
to be vel^, very friendly and boneA at heart, once 
you get to know them. Even if they do not accept 
us sometimes, there are reasons. He stares at us — • 
people with skin neither black nor white, face 
Caucasian — and wonders which side we are. 
be accepted them, we have to' break fbls' 
rier, behave neither like white nor like brown, 
but like a humanitarian. Then, our friend will 
find tbem eaually warm and boapltable. 

Now, 1( tbe Botitbem Negroes are as Mr.

Athletic Promise Forgotten 



A few years ago, back In tk» days when 

K -State had a winning baskotball team. 
Bebe Lee, K-State aUiietic director, had an 

idea. 

Let the students who want to see foot- 
ball and basketball games pay $5 for a 
season tteket to each sport, he said; for In 
those dajrs the student activity tieket ad- 
mitted one to everything— including bMK 
ketbuU games played by the Big-8 Champs. 

SO IN nt.iS students started having to 
pay to see games. In return for being al- 
lowed to sell tickets, the athletic depart- 
ment agreed to airii for less of the student 
feeSi 

WMh tiie tieket hnslness, the athletic 
slice of student fees went down to $86,376 

and everyone was happy. 

NOW, seven short years later, athletics 
want 1100,000 in student fees (all you have 
to do is wait four years and alf the students 
who heard the promise about keeping re- 
quests down will have left school); and 
a til let ICS sells about $70,000 worth of stu- 
dent tickets, which have also gone up in 
those few years. 

Six years ago, a student who bought

counting his activity fees, about $15. The 
enrollment was akoot 6300 then.

ET» HOFFMANN, ENO Or— A picketer is any- 
one who is willing to risk public scorn to bodily 
express hts conscijsnce tn a pub- 
lic mAnner. He Is so ooaosnie4 
about whatever Issue he is pick- 
eting that he is willing to make 
a fool of himself for what he 
thinks of as a cause. 

There aire thiFee over-all rea- 
sons for plcksttng. They come 
out of three different conlsxts. 
euc-h context represents a differ- 
ent ptM-spGctive on the Single 
action of picketing. 

These contexts are moral, political and 
commsKlat. All sf the ooMtexU are present in 
every single piok«ter. 14ie «Me qtMStion of 
picketing is extremely complex. 

From the moral context, the picketer Is a 
prophet. I^todorn i)lcketing does derive from 
the Old ToHtament tradition of prophesy in 
which the propliet would simply shout that his 
government, or his lAnirch. were morally 
wrong. In other words, many modem picketers 
are pi imarily saying that their government is 
M roiiK with regard to whatever aaioft they are 
picketing about. 

In the political context, picketing is a chan- 
nel of public opinion which may be used to 
put the consensus of the picketers themselves 
closer to that national consensus whtfsh is 
formed in the councils of government. 

People wJio demonstrate at presidential con- 
ventions for particular candidates are picketers 
trying to get their point of view closer to their 
government This fom of ptclrattng has suc- 
ceeded in the history of this country. 

PICKETING was also successfully used In 
the American labor union movement to draw 




the working people closer to their government. 
Picketing (including sit-ins and stand-ins) is 
also used in the civil rights movement to draw 
American Negroes closer to their government. 
People who picket for peace are simply trying 
to move non-military solutions to international 
problems Into tiie ooh&o^ of our govenun ont. 
The commercial context is so called because 
picketing is a cheap publicity stunt, as nuuiy 
of its detractors claim. Or in other words, 
picketing is an inexpensive form of advertising 
yom* opinion when you don't have the financial 
resources ot (he John BMk society for placing 
glossy. Madison Avenue type ads In newspapsrs 
like the Kansas Ctty Star. 

El> ADAMS, PSY Jr— I was one of the pick- 
eters who were picketing the pickets at the 
HOTC review Thursday. The 
reason I took part was more of 
a protest against the attitude of 
the Ad Hoc Ck>mmtttee. I (fues- 
tion their assessed right to do ^ 
this and whether they have the 
right to picket our campus if 
they're not a recognized group. 

I can't see just aiiyone .own- 
ing to tl|« lUitato wspMrjSi 
for the sake of picketing. If this 
is the case, why don't we send 
out letters to Minnesota or New York or other 
states and let other crack pots come in and 
plelNil. TMs oould get out of hand. 

Some of the picketers at the ROTC review 
who were from the University of Kanaas were 
merely crackpots, M I think othors would 
agree with me. 

When the picket Is ridiculous, it has no ef- 
fect. 

political science gradu- 
uate Jwsistent (has not participated in picket 
d^onstratlona) — Picketing 
Itself is certainly one of the fun- 
damental liberties. Just as much 
so as the freedom of speech, 
press, or assembly. Peaceful 
picketing, as a function of the 
freedom of petition, is protected 
by the First Amendment of the 
U. S. Constitution. 

There is, however, something 
mure involved. When one takes 
his place In the picket line with 
his catehy cltcbe held aloit. he becomes re- 
sponsible tor the idea he has decided to try to 





press upon society. Surely, it Is one thing when 
the opinion of the picket is informative ajid 
well documented, yet quite another when lt^ 
a simple value judgment based on little or no 
evidence. 

Would not a pfcket defendlhg the right to 
picket be more valid tlian those which wie'hisvQ 
recently seen on campus? Or possibly, a picket 
calling for more information on Vietnam would 
be appropriate. I for one would be much more 
receptive to more Information concerning Viet- 
nam and fewer value judgments based solely on 
emotional Inclinations.

Board Should Withhold Value Judgments 



Bdltor: 

The apportionment board has seen fit to destroy an 
organization established by the Student Senate, for tke 
pnfpoie ot furthering the poltticftl edoestton of the itn- 
dent body. Tbis organization is tbe Political Union. 
The apportionment board has destroyed it by refusing 
to give It any operating fundi (or l»tf-M. 

THIS ACTfOlf raises some gravely important ques- 
tions concerning the position ot the apportionment 
board as concema atndent tunOa. First, what Is the 
purpose of the apportionment board? AcoiNrding to the 
SOA Constitution it is the body which recommends the 
allotment oi funds set aside as recreational fees. Implicit 
in this power to roeommettd Is tke pow«p to determtiie 
the fate of any on^anlsation wUefc depente upon student 
fees for its sustenance. 

^^Jn some cases, such as athletics, the union, and 
aem&nt publleatlom. vkMi have a product to offer, 
Is'tlie power to destroy. 

Should a voting body of seven persona, four stu- 
dents and. three faculty members appointed by the Presi- 
dent of the University, have such a great power over 
student organlratlowiT When this body sets about its 
Job of allocating fands, it has two alternatives in choos- 
ing how the Itmlted funds shall M allocated. The first 
Is by using a mathematical formula which uses a per- 
centage of the amount requested by legitimate campus 
organizations in ratio to the amount ot money available. 

TStE SROOSn alternative Is by distributing funds in 
accordance with value judgments reached by the mem- 
bers of that elite body. The latter alternative to the 
one which has been hUtorieaUy Ittllowed. But to ft right 
for this body to decide that a winninp; athletic proRram 
is more important than a winning yearbook? Or is It 
right for seven people to decide that one more basket- 
hall scholarship is more important to the etndents of the 
University than a Model United Nations? 

It is my belief that the apportionment board could 
much better serve the students If It were to act as a 
watchdog rather than a source of value judgments. If 
the hoard would ntilize its hearings in assuring them- 
selves that the proposed budgets had not been padded. 
Instead of confirming their belief that the membership 
otMffime organization was suspect, its service value to 
tne University Vfould grow tremendously. Then a 
matltematlcal formula eovld be applied to the requests, 
and the hnsiness oi the Untverst^ eoold proceed.

Since Rev. McOown chose to tdentUt Mr. Karaa|la 
as a Southern Baptist publicly. I feel I should puMtdy 

clarify our church's attitude toward the Negro. 

I FIND IT easy to believe that those who read both 
letters' would tend to equate Southern Baptlsto with 

racial discriminate, I am well aware of the fact that 
many Southern Baptist churches discriminate against 
other races, and I do not defend their attitude.

I AM NOT so naive as to eialm that all our members 
are entirely free from race prejudlee. But neither 

would I believe anyone who told me that any other 
church is completely guiltless in this area. 

Suffice it to say that Mr. Karanjta's attitude toward 
Negroes does not reflect the attitude bf the First South- 
ern Baptist Church of Manhattan. We try to accept 
every person on an equal basis. If we fail, it is not In- 
tmtlonal, ind all wm hnow to do Is to ash forgiveness.

Hilbert Jnbelt, director bt Stu- 
dent Health, said would take 
uuyroximately one or two weeks. 
jHeCOORDINO to l>r. Jubelt. an 
ortanism known aa SliigeUa 
aonnel bM been lMdat«d from 



the intesttaal tracts of about IS 
of tbe early cases hospltallied. 

He said the organism, which 
causes a bacterial type of Infec- 
tion, is not too severe. 

THK intrstinal upset has in- 
volved primarily persons in the 
two men's residence hmlls, but 
it also has affected persons liv- 
ing off campus. 

Since the initial outbreak of 

the infectious upset May 7, ap- 
approximately 35-4 individuals 
have been lioepttalized. Each, 
hospitalised about two days, had 
symptoms of abdominal cramps 
and diarrhea. About 40 persons 
have been treated without hoa- 
pitaiiiatton.

Work was to have begun sev- 
eral weeks ago but a mix-up in 
scheduling has caused a delay.

Some of the Athletle Council's budg- 
amounts were, in Lee's own words. 
'^mt kind of a wild guess ... a shot in 
tha dark . . . Jnat taaaaad at on tba 
budget." 

. THE VMOX, represented by Richard 
Blaekbnm, dtreetor, and Walter Smith, 
assistant director, submittpd a statement 
showing actual income and expenditures 
for July 1. 1994. throvgih Mareb 11, 19<5. 
They based their request to the Appor- 
tionment Board on these detailed facts 
and figures. 

The Board of Student Publications, 
represented by Ralph Lashbrook, chair- 
man, and Jack Backer, director-elect, 
■ubmitted a statement abowlng iictnal 
-income and expenditures for the fiscal 
year 1963-64. and for July 1. 1964, 
through March II, I99S. They based 
their request to the Apportionment Board 
on these detailed facts and figures. 

THE APPORTHmMRNT Board and 
most Student Senators felt that the 
budgetary figures received from the 
other organisations requesting funds 
were adeqmta*^ and no 4«oMioas w««« 
raised. 

However, the Athletic Council did not 
submit any figures sbowlng any aetaal 
income w expenditures — only budgeted 
fla^i^ for the fiscal year 1964-65. 

THE ATHLETIC Conncll budget fig- 
ures are very misleading, to say tbe least. 

The largest budgeted amount of Ath- 
letic CouncU income for fiscal year 1964- 
•6 (tbe current year) la listed as fSSS,- 
500 for football guarantees.

This meant, be said, an "additional 
liS.889 in the tilL^' 

Which means this figure given to the 
Apportionnipnt Board and Student Sen- 
ate is misleading by exactly |22,336. 

THB 8B0OKD largest budgeted 
amount of Athletic Council Income for 
the fiscal year 1964-65 is listed as 
1100,281 from the Wildcat Club. 

About this figure, Lee said: 

"We are able to show over our budg- 
et, which for last year was 1 100.000, a 
budgetanr InereaM for thla year of 
122,000." 

WHICH MKANB this figure is mis- 
leading by about $22,000. 

A major source of Athletic Council 
income Is Big Eight conference television 
receipts. This is Included in miscellane- 
ous receipts and eonferenea dtvfdanda. 
listed as $75,000, 

"I can't give this to the press," Lee 
told the Apportionment Board, "but I 
kaov O' some commitments for the com- 
Ins year, but not the total commitment 
for the coming year, and It would appear 
that we're going to have a reasonably 
gooi^ T.v. schedule for this year too. 
within our conference." 

**WRETHRR it will measure up to 
whaf^e had last year or not, I eaanot 
say at 'his time," Lee said. 

(Note: The Big Eight Conference dto- 
closed Saturday that its net football 
television receipts next fall will be 
$563,184. This flgnr-i r^acUy the 
same as lor 1964.) 

"But we've already exceeded then, that 
budget figure by $29,000 because of these 
receipts from conference dividends this 
year," Lee Haid. 

WHIC^H !^lK.VNft this figure is mis- 
leading by approximately $29,000. 

What about expenditures? 

Approximately one-fourth of the Ath- 
letic Council's budget is spent annually 
on student athleUc aid. This waa budc- 
•tad at fSOO.lSO last year. This year. 



the -Athletle Couaell asked for fflO.iOO. 

Why the increase of $30,760? 

"fil U KKQUKHT (for student athletic 
aid) at this particular time, although 
It's not in a lump-sum basis, was jurt 
giH'HHed al on the budget." Lee said. 

He said this was "a normal increase 
based upon the additional students that 
we would have (next year)." 

TWO (»THKR Athletic Council budget 
figures have been questioned by Student 
Senators during formal debate on ap- 
portionments. 

The first Item is the training table 
expenditure budgeted at $29,000 for 
fiscal year 1984-06 and at $80,000 tot 
fiscal year 1965-66.

"(THE) TRAINIXO Uble figure is 
just kind of a wild Kuess. because our 
plans of operation are not yet determined. 
This could he greater than onr current 
expenditures and it could ba ter less than 
would be needed if we got talo an opera- 
tion of our own as we Imd many years 
ago. which we are striving to do. 

'■^o this Is just a shot in tbe dark." 
Lee said. 

A question also was raised about tbe 
Increase of $3,000 in the budgeted «- 
penrtiture for the Wildcat Club. 

LEE HAW this was tbe result ot "more 
travel — more promotion." 

What should be done about this failure 
on the part of the Athletic Council to 
present comprehensive tacts and figures 
to the Apportionment Board and Student 
Senate? 

FERfIT, THE Student Senate should 
refuse to approve even a tentative ap- 
portionment to the Athletic Council until 
the Council provides a detailed state- 
ment of their actual Income and ex- 
penditures. 

Second, the I'nfvprslty administration 
should investigate the entire Athletic 
Council financial situation. The Athletic 
Council should provide a full and com- 
plete disclOHure of the facts based upon 
an andit by a certified public aeeouatant 
to tbe Apportionment Board and Student 
Senate. 



THHID, a referendum should be held 
to determine if K-State students want 
any of their Incidental fees to go to the 
Athlatie Couaell for the support ot iatar- 
eollef late athletics. 

The Apportionment Board and Stu- 
dent Senate have an obligation to the 
student body of K-State to tasM upon

THE rNn'RRRITT administration has 
an obligation to K-State students and 
the people of Kansan to disclose fully 
what their money is being spent for.

— **R" IS YiHl rooster, which won't have much to 
crow about if tliose parthenogenesis experiments pan out. 

— "O" is for opener. Thanks in part to the ARS, 
beekeepers now have a new machine that uncaps honey- 
combs. The next step, I presume^ will be a flip-top honey- 
comb. 

— **G" is for grapefruit. The ARS has identified the 
substance that gives grapefruit Its distinctive aroma. It 

is called "nootkatone." 

I've already mentioned that 
once, but I feel so sorry for the poor bird, I thought I 
would give him an extra plug while he is still around to 
enjoy it.

Berlin Remains Threat 
To Freedom of World 

Br PHRj NKWWMt 
VPl PetelCB News Aaalvat 
Brck In July, 1961» the late Prcflirtent John 
P. Kennedy declared that "the immediate threat 
to free men is in West Berlin . . . Went Berlin i» 
the great testing place ot Western courage and 
will." 

MUCH VVAT£R has gone over the dam ilnee 
then, and in the lnter?entng years Peking 
rather than Moeoow teemed to pose the greater 

long-run threat to world peace, rejecting co- 
existence and foiterlng riolent revolution every- 
where. 

Since niid-1962 the Berlin issue has been 
largely a dormant one. 

Yet It has remained the greatest elngla 
threat of conflict in Hurope and a flash point 
which could erupt in global conflict. And of 
this, the Russians have issued occasional re- 
minders. 

STIt.lTKinCAM.V for the Russians Berlin 
has many advantages over South Vietnam. 

And if the Russians sought to divert or 
divide U.8. attentions. Berlin 110 miles inside 
Communist territory is ready-made. 

Tt was perhaps with this thought In mind 
that the Western occupying powers in West 
Berlin agreed only reluctantly to tlie meeting 
of the full West German Bundestag, lower house 
of the West Oerman Parliament, in Wi«t Berlin 
beginning WedMsday. 

THE WFST Gnrman Federal Repuhlic re- 
gards occasional such meetings as essential to 
emphasize West Berlin's status as a separate 
state of the repuhlic. 

The Bundestag met tiiere in 1957 and again 
in 1968, but under Allied restraints has not met 
there for the last seven years. 

Soviet and Communist Bast Oerman reac- 
tion renews the pattern of both 1957 and 1968. 

WALTER I'LBKK'HT, Communist boss of 
East Germany, followed the lf)5S meeting with a 
declaration that soviTeignty over all Berlin 
rested with the East (Jerniau People's liepubltc. 

It was the beginning of a series of ultima- 
tums issued by Niktta S. Khrushchev, threaten- 
ing a separate peace with Ea^t Germany and 
the surrender of all controls, including Berlin 
access to the East Germans.

Two companies of provincial 
troops rushed to the relite of 
the beleaguered hamlet, bwt 
were badly mauled.

Academic Freedom Probed

WilliamBou and John L. Cowan, graduate 
student, conducted a two-year study ot stwlents 
and academic freedom. i 

THE RESKAUdlKKS sent Question na ires to 
(ollt^go prosidonts, doans of sttidents, fufulty 
rhaiiiiit'ii of ytaiuiing t-oniniittees coneerned with 
stud cut at fail's, student lK>dy presidents and stu- 
dent newspaper editors. 

Complete responses were received from e»S 
institutions. Partial^ completed but usable ques- 
tionnaires were roturnod from 757 college presi- 
dents, 81 S deans of students, ij07 student body 
pieHidenU and 785 editors. ^ 

. SfiVEHTY-OKE per cent of the presidents and 
80 per cent of the deans of students agreed with- 
out qualification that an essential part of each 
student's education is the freedom to hear, to 
eritiially examine and to express viewpoints on 
a rauge of positions. Only 4.5 per cent of presi- 
dents and one per cent of the deans disagreed with 
this principle while other dissenters expressed 
some desire for defined limits. 

Agreement was most pronounced in New 
England, the middle Atlantic and the north cen- 
tial states. Qualifications and restrictions were 
more pronounced in the nottbwettem and west- 
ern regions. 

THJUr three-fourths ot the preaidenta 



reported student groups ooidd dlsc^uss their posi- 
tions, even if unpopular, concerning many topics. 
In two-thirds of the responding colleges, the right 
to invite controversial ott-campus speakers is well 
•stablished, aeeordliig to the study. 

About 85 per cent of both college presidents 
and student editors claimed they enjoyed "con- 
siderable" editorial freedom. The right of students 
to engage in demonstrative techniques, such as 
picketing or '*Bitting-in'' at a lunch counter, were 
much less clearly established. Thirty per cent of 
the presidents indicated tlieir institutions would be 
"qnite" jterniissive towards picketing but only 16 
]ier cent of tlie student editors and student presi- 
dents reported considerable freedom in this. area. 

IT WAS FaUHn that none of the editors of 
the large public university dailies claim to have 
been censored. Sixty per cent of the editors re- 
ported they do not have to submit editorial copy 
to anyone prior to publication.

True. Jesus did not sanction divorce except on 
the grounds of marital unfaithfulness. But divorce 
In that day as Mr, Holfman points out, could 
only be Initiated by men.

Thickness of the walls, size of 
a building, ceiling construction, 
and number ot floors afteft th<' 
protection factor, Reicbow .said. 

Ventilation is one of the big- 
gest problems in fallout j^heU 
ters, Relchow said. However, 
falloiyt particles are large 
enough that they settle out 
quite rapidly and don not sift 
through ventilation apparatus.

Boards Ciga/ette Ban Reversal Asked 



It MOW liaK liccti ima yem since Die Board of ReRcnts 
baiiiH'd ciKaicttc sales on taiiipiiscs of state colleges and 
uuiversities. Of course this ban was enforced at K-State. 

TIIK lt<»AI{|} reasoned tliat cigarettes are harmful 
to peoijles' health — in agreement with the federal Suif^eou 
General's report. Board members obviously feit ihey 
would be a party to the destruction of college students, 
faculty and staff members health if they allowed the sale 
of this harmful product on state campuses. 

When tlie ciKarette sales ban went into effect, the 
K-State Union conjplied. Cigarettes are no longer sold 
in the Union and eigareUe vending maciiines have been 
removed from the Dtve and other buildings on campus. 

What has been the effect? Have students, faculty 
and staff stopped smoking? No. they have not. There are 
still just aR many ash trays and smoking areas on cam- 
pus as when the Imii went into effect. 

'I'fM'K, i)erHf)ns now l)uy tlieii- cigarettes off campus 
— at a greater cost. When the ban became effective^ a 
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marked Increase in the price of cigarettes off campus was 
apparent. 

Smokers now have to go to more trouble and exjiense 
to purchase cigarettes, but few — if any — have stopped 
smoking. 

A HTBAIN has been put on financial apportionments 
of K-State. Money to be alloted to campus groups is not 

ofjual to the amoimt requested by these groups. This situ- 
ation is not beli>efi because (jf the Fn ion's financial posi- 
tion. The Union must ask for mucli more money than 
usual in order to meet the deficit caused by the cigarette 
sales ban. The Union lost approximately 110.000 last 
year from lack of cigarette sales alone. 

It is our contention that college-age students are ma- 
ture enough to make their own decisions concerning their 
health. College is supposed to be a training ground of 
the great minds of tomorrow. If they can't even decide 
for themselves whether or not to smoke — how can they 
be expected to govern our nation and preserve the peace 
of the world? 

Xnv A It ILL has been passed in the federal Congress 
that all cigarette jjackages must carry a danger label, 
warning of possible harmful effects. This should be 
enough to please the Board of Regents. If they felt the 
burden of responsibility, the warning label should remove 
this burden.

An additional million dollars 
went into an addition to the 
building a year moA a half ago, 
Blackburn satd. 

THR BinLDINa was bnilt en- 
tirely by K-State student feet, 
Blackburn explained. 

Me said K-State students voted 
to asaess themselves a building 
fee in 1941 long before the' 
building was erected In 1956. 

STUDRNTS HERiS presently 
pay 17.60 per student each se- 
mester (as indicated on the stu- 
dent ID card) toward the Union 
bttildtng, Blackburn aald, plus 
an approximately tS Union oper> 
ating fee. 

"The operating fee enables 
the Union to provide the many 
facilities arid programs which 
are a key part of the Union's 
education and service role on 
campus," be explained. 

A BUSINESS OFFICE for the 
Union, directed by Walter Smith, 
is located on the main floor. 

The food service department 
supplies over one-half of the 
Union's yearly income, accord- 
ing to 1963-1964 records. 

>IUS. >l K K \ A SSEIGIjER, 
Union food service director, said 
food service includes the cafe- 
teria, snack bar and catering 
services. 

Mrs. Zetgler said that the pub- 
lie here hai always b^ben excep- 
tionally receptive about trylttg 
new foods.

U'HETHKR his experience with the chemistry de- 
partment was good or not, his vindictive attack on his 
teacher was quite unjustified, and merely revealed bto 
immaturity.

Optional ROTC Creates Changeover Problems

Whether or not ROTC now 
will beciune a eiwoplete nntvall- 
fied option is a faculty decision 
because of curricula changes in- 
Tolved, John Chalmers, dean of 
Arts and sciences, said today. 

ROTC here was ruled optional 
Saturday for all male students, 
beginning January, 1966, by the 
Board of R^nts. The delay is 
to allow currteala dm^as* 
Chalmers said. 

Chalmers said a committee 
probably will be appointed soon 
to bring recomendations as to 
the conditions under which the 
ROTC program la optional. 

THB mm of option wUl be 
locally determined, he said, 
now that, the Board of BO|«l^ 
hm ehM'o«t mmptOmurf BOVe. 

The recommendation fron the 
cuTicnlums committee will be 
nferred to the faculty and then 
to the Academic Affairs com- 
mittee of Paculty Senate, Chal- 
mers explained. 

"EACH curriculum for men 
BOW reQulras ROTC." he said. 

Chalmers explained that any 
curriculum changes will go 
through all earrlenlvms, exeept 
Vet Medicine snd Home Eco- 
nomies, and will have to be ap- 



proved by the facility of esoh 
co llege. 

KITH BR the faculty will adopt 

complete unqualified ROTC or 
"make the option so impalla- 
Uble, stndwits wtU ateet BOTC," 
he said. 

He said tbe change to non- 
compulsory ROTC is much more 
complicated than students real- 
ise. 

OXE problem confronting the 
administration now is whether 
facnlty positions sre snfficient 
to pick up the plack left by 
making ROTC optional, Chal- 
mers said. 

Chalmers listed alteraatives 
adopted by other sehools which 
no longer make ROTC compul- 
sory, as possible considerations 
for the currlcniums committee: 

1) Non-academic alternatives 
(such as physical education) are 
frequently offered, he said. 2} 
Some universities make ROTC 
lectures .mandatory. 

3) An academic alternative in 
which ROTC is like any other 
aeademie eovrse has been 
adopted by some othMr schools. 
4) More academic credit for 
ROTC is sometimes chosen as an 
alternative to 'Compulsory ROTC. 

"THE (ROTO) department 



here would like to make the 
program academic," Chalmers 
sdid, "bvt they don't want to 
BMk^ It s eomplete, nnqnallfled 
option." 

He said their aim would he to 
have tbe student Uke ROTC or 
an academic substlttite. 

"ilRlLL is pretty much, out 
the window now," Chalmers said. 

MaJ. William Baeon, associ- 
ate professor of areospace stud- 
ies here, cerified this saying 
present plans of Air Force ROTC 
are for no drill fteld activity 
next semester. 

"First semester of AFROTf 
next fall is being revised to 
purely an IntroductloB to 
ROTC and the Air Fores," 
Bacon explained. 

BACON said he believes now 
is a "good time for K-8tate to 
go optional, because In three or 
four years there will be an in- 
crease in Air Force financial 
assistant grants good for sll 
fOM, books and 1 50 a month." 

This substantial scholarship to 
adraneed ROTC students Is an 
added inducment to encourage 
tbe student to take ROTC, Dean 
Chalmers said. 

HIX onutanding members for 
thia seholarship have 



nominated to start this fall, 
and the number will increase by 
a large amount • mok ysftT. 
Bacon explained. 

"We anticipate many who will 
want to become lieutenants and 
will take one semester with us 
and then go to six months of 
summer camp," he said. 

BY ACCEPTING this plan of 
the new ROTC program, the 
student is pat directly In the 
advanced course, he said. 

He explained that Instead of 
toking four semeaten of ROTC, 
the student can attend six weeks 
of summer camp and then ko on 
to take four more semesterH of 
advanced ROTC. 

THE .AEROHP.ACE Studies de- 
partment here will increase Its 
number of Instructors In Septem- 
ber from the present seven, to 
nine because of iar^ enroll- 
ments In classes. Bacon said. 

"I feel certain there will be 
BO decrease In the number of 
officers because of tbe strong, 
rapid growth here."

dent in cases relating to the three accused sweatshirt 
thieves recently arrested on charges of grand larceny, 
the student who was arrested on a charge of disturbing 
the peace In connection with the Thompson bomb threat 
Md various other incidents which administrators com- 
monly refer to as 'incidenU which do not reflect the best 
image of K-State.* 

Whether or not tliesr so-called lesser offenses, 
though legally constituting a crime, are included in the 
superficially-establlfthed precedent is unknown. 

IT ArPSAm administrators 'ahot from the h'lp* in 
Judging the then-^Msenaed arsonists, without knowing they 
might he creating a precedent. The University acted as 
a Judge and assumed the guilt of the accused— a Con- 
stitutional injustice. 

If previous action may be used as a base, the Univer- 
sity has judged all others not guilty by permitting them 
to remain in school. 

The administration should Initiate some foresight 
and spell out a policy (code, or whatever they deem a 
righteous name) and clear up existing inconsistencies for

incidenta of the war, four 
American Jeti today accMently 
attacked a South Vietnamese 
military base near the border 
with North Vietnam. 

Five Sonth Vietnamese sol- 
diers were wounded. One bull- 
dozer was destroyed and another 
damaged. 

A U.S. military apokeaman 
said the four planes "strayed 

^HlK'niirHP." 

FIRMT reports on the attack 
raised the poMlbility the planes 
Werf Communlat MIG fighters. 
A U.S. spokesman at Da Nang, 
Issuing the original announce- 
ment, said the planes were "pre- 
sumed to be" MIOs. 

But that theory was later 
Bplked at a briefing in Saigon 
eall«d by 1T.8. military Hesd- 
tuarters. 

Hit in the mistaken raid was 
the government outpost at Gia 
Linh, ahout five miles south of 
the demilitarized zone between 
the two Vietnams. 

TWO OF the planes straied 
units of the 101st Engineer Bat- 
talion of thp South Vietnamese 
army while the other two tleur 
cover. All four planes streaked 
out to sea after the attack. 

"The best evidence we have 
indicates that the shells fired 
by the planes were 20 milli- 
meter,* 'the Saigon spokesman 
said. *'Xo MIOs nrc armed With 
20 millimeter cannons." 

Although the spokesman ex- 
taR^-('d corfainty Ihat the planes 
weru American, he was unable 
to say whether they were car- 
rier-based Navy craft or land- 
based Air Force jets. 

South Vietnamese officers at 
Qia Llnh said it appeared the 
planes were based on one of the 
TJ.S, Seventh Fleof aircraft car- 
riers in the South China Sea. 

THE GIA UHM account said 
the planes were probably Navy 
jets which flew too far south 
iluriiig a roving mlstloii Over 
Korth Vietnam. 

Tt was not the first time that 
Viilnamese troops have been 
attacked by, friendly planes 
through navigational errors^ 

On March 18, South Vietnam- 
ese planes bombed the village 
of Manquang five miles from 
the U.S. air base at Da Nang. 

About 48 civilians, including 
45 school children, were killed. 
The government planes attacked 
after a Vletwunese obeervatioa

Five Men Ttapp&i 

nOBBTirs, Tenn. — A trained 
rescue squad, wearing oxygen 
masks, worked its way down a 
coal mineshaft deep in the Brim- 
stone Mountain today but there 
was little hope for five miners 
trapped by an explosion. 

"I don't see how any of them 
could be alive. They could ei- 
ther be burned or they could 
have suffocated," said J. M. 
Sisson, assistant director of mine 
inspections for Tennessee, di- 
recting rescue operations. 

The five men, working S.OOO 
feet below the surface were 
trapped Monday when an ex- 
plosion ripped through the mine, 
searing the shaft with such heat 
that its walls were "like a coal 
stove." 

RKsrVK officials said there 
was some rubble in the shaft, 
but the principal obstacle was 
the deadly gas fumes. Three 
rescuers were overcome by the 
fumes but were revived. 
' The special rescue team, led 
by S. M. Sampson, superintend- 
ent of the Pocahontas Coal 
Company's Morco Mine, pre- 
pared and reinforced the mine 
shaft so that a giant fan at one 
of the entrances could suck the 
funien out. 

Rescuers working Monday 
night in 20 minute sbifta he^ 
cause of the intense heat pene- 



trated about 1,000 feet Into the 
shaft. "It'll be a miracle it 
they're alive," said i«e West, 
oae of the rescue workers. 

A CttOWO of about SOO per- 
sons gathered outside the mine 
to watch the operations. A 
smalt stpotlight was trained on 
the entrance during the night. 
Relatives o( the five men were 
among the spectators. 

The trapped miners were iden- 
tttid as Arthar Morris, 4S; Phil- 
lip Davis, 65; Lawrence Qrif- 
fin. 45; his brother, Clayton 
Griffin, 25, and Russell Webb, 
fig. All were residents of this 
Cumberland Mountain region 
near the Kentucky border about 
45 miles west of Knoxville,

Advancing knowledge and 
understanding of orthodontics, 
the science of straightening 
teeth, ts the nnnsnal goal of ea> 
gineers bere In a new reeeareh 
program recently awarded to 
the Engineering BgpertiiieBt St»> 
tion.

A new audio room for stu- 
dents in music, English and bu- 
manttlea that was scheduled to 
be ready for nse by the mliklle 
of April is to be ready for snm- 
mer use, Dale Jones, associate 
professor ot English, said. 

The andlo eqafpmelit was 
ordered more than two months 
ago, Jones said, but Just a few 
pieces have arrived so tar.

This would 
allow the land occupied by the 
present stadium to be used for 
academic buildings, be said. 

The rough plans ot the sta- 
dium indicate that 28,000 side- 
line seats would be constructed 
on compacted earth rising from 
the playing field. 

A FllA^lE structare topped 
withe a press-box Irould provide 
4,000 more seats and with the 
addition of end zone bleachers, 
the total seating capacity would 
be 3fi,000. Lee said. This would 
leave room for future expansion 
of np to 50,000 seats. 

Although $25,000 baa been 
donated by an anonymous alum- 
nus for preliniinary planning, 
a financial committee has been 
appointed and will adopt a plan 
wlien they know how much 
money will be needed. There 
have been no definite finanelat 
plans made yet, Lee said. 

"This is a real shot in the 
am for our football program 
as well as the University/' Lee 
said.

Chairman Pugsley said one 
snb-committee will program the 
music wing for the auditorium 
even though only a portion ot 
the wing is to be bnllt at this 
time. 

MONEY available 'for the 
wing Is to be used primarily to 
replace space lost by the music 
department in the January 
anditorlum fire, he said. 

Other sub-committees will 
make recommendations for 
scheduling and managing audi- 
torium events, suggest furnish- 
ings and decorations, investigate 
sound and communication prob- 
lems and plan the operational 
aspects of the buildinK. 

PVOtiLEY said the committee 
reviewed a number ot proposed 
sites for the auditorium, but 
concluded that the original site 
selected by the Campns Planning 
and Development committee on 
the southeast edge of campus 
was best. 

According to Pugsley, the 
committee favors this location 



because it fs within two blocks 
of the Union and the stadium 
and will be near the develop- 
ment of the muatc and drama 
departments.

'Riches To Rags Story Told

One of the tew people In the 
United States who has lived In 
a castle la a faculty member 
here. 

Joseph Barton-Bobenin, as- 
■totaat professor In the College 
ot Commerce, was raised in a 
<^8tle in Czechoslovakia. 

BARTOX-Dobenin left Czecho- 
slovakia in June of 1948 after 
the Communists gained control. 
The Communists confiscated the 
family landholdlnga, Indnstrles 
and their castle. 

He was suspected of being 
active against the Communist 
movement and was placed under 
house arrest for two months 
while they Investigated him. 

"After they released me," 
Barton-DOhenitt said, "I didn't 
.^^e any future in ataying there. 
?|^had two altomatlves: either 
to Mwperate with them and 
.main, or to get out." 

HB FUaW to Paris and stayed 
with relatives for a year and a 
half while working for the 
Preneh government. Although 
he applied for an immigration 
visa to the United States in 
194S, ho 4Maft reeofve It until 
19 SO. 



He came to the United States 
m March of 19 SO "without a 

penny." 

"I spoke French, German, and 
Csechoslovaklsn, but not a word 

of English." he said. "It WM 
quite difficult to adjust; some- 
thing of a richea to rags atory." 

Barton-Dobenin'a family 
owned about 5.000 acres of land 
and the castle, which is now a 
national museum, 10 miles south 
of Prague. 

THE Barton-Dobenin's bought 
the castle from the monastic 
order and had it completely re- 
stored. "It has been in the 
family for a long, long time," 
Barton-Dobenln said. 

"I cannot go back to Czecho- 
slovakia because I am consid- 
ered an enemy of the state." he 
said. "I have not seen my two 
brothers, who are still in Csecho- 
slovakia. sin( p ir*4S." 

Barton-Dohenin attended the 
University of Prague and re- 
ceived his BA and MA degrees 
from the University of Nebraska. 
He came to K-State In the fall 
of 1958. 

IN 1962^ he took a leave ot 
absence to return to the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska to finish his 



doctorate. He expects to com- 
plete it "some time next year." 
he said. 

He teaches business policy 
and administration in the com- 
merce curriculum, and has a 
reputotion for giving few A'l In 
his elstsses. 

"I IK>N*T give A's to average 
studenU," he explained. "I 
think an A represents outstand* 
ing work and should be given 
only to outstanding student!." 

"The main problem with Btu< 
dents is their failure to spend 
time on their studies. They are 
like empty milk bottles wbi< h 
are filled with knowledge by 
their instructors; bat they empty 
it on Le"tK and forget what they 
have learneu," he said. 

H,AKTOX-IK>BEXI?f'» major 
goal is to make students learn 
not only the basic fundamentalti 
but to relate them to each other 
and to the world. Barton- 
Dobenin said. 

""Students dlsconrage instruc- 
tors to be ititerestinsT and en- 
thusiastic by sleeping and show- 
ing little interwt In the subject.

Bluemont Arch 

A stone commemorating K- 
State's 1»04 graduates will be 
jn tlie wall beneatli the stone- 
^gravfd crescent on the third 
Iloor ot Farrell Library. 

Aeeordtns to Randolph Oing- 
rich. physical plant director, the 
keystone recovered from the 
north Auditorium wall will be 
set beneath the Bluemont Cen- 
tral College arch by physical 
plant workmen. 

THK BLineMOKT arch Is the 
game one which in the 1880'b 
greeted students to the one 
building of Bluemont Central 
College, the Ineonspleaona be- 
ginning of K-State. 

The keystone was recovered 
In late March by workmen raa- 
ing the University Auditorium. 
A 1904 class constitution and 
roll book were found inside. 

THE CRl'MPLKD, water- 
soaked papers were wrapped in 
a Kansas City Star dated Mareh 
7, 1904. 

According to Mrs. Mike 
Aheam, 1904 graduate, the 
class voted to have a stone put 
in the Auditorium which was 

under construction, 
'■^ms. AHEAHN said some of 
the more enthusiastic membera 
of the class decided the stone 
should be inscribed with a foui^ 
leaf clover and horseshoe. 

Carl Elling, another 1904 

graduate, believes the stone was 
put above the north archway 
dvring eommenoemeiit week. 

GINGRICH said the stone is 
being kept in the physical plant 
office. The constitution and 
roll book have been given to 
Dr. Charles Correll, University 
historian. 

The roll book contains signa- 
tures of all 1904 graduates and 
is tied with ribbons of orange 
and black, the 1904 class colors. 

CORREliL said workmen were 
asked to look for a bronze 
plaque which hung in the north 
central entrance to the Attdi- 
tonim. but were nnaMe to lo- 
cate the plaque. 

k,jU.<:?orrell said the plaque hon- 
'dred Jay Worswick, a 1905 
graduate who was killed in the 
Philippine InsnrrtctliHi of 190t.

Physical education facilities — 
or the lack of them, create hard- 
ships in practice teaching, ac- 
cording to women physical edu- 
cation majors. 

Hand - me - down eaulpment 
from the men's intramural teams 
end a six-member staff must 
serve more than 920 freahmen 
enrolled in Basic Physical Bdn- 
cation, plus majors and students 
enrolled In eleetlvM, Katherine 
Oeyer, profesaor of women's 
physical education, said. 

THE SWIMMING pool receives 
the most criticism when the dis- 
cussion centers on facilities. 

Although we are the only state 
school to hsve both a men's 
■ and a women's pool, the pool in 
the women's dapartnjent is in-

'^fsee. Hisi Oeyer said. The 
pool is 50 feet Hng and SO feet 
wide. 

This size pool is ideal for a 
begtaner's class because a large 
class wonld be difficult for one 
instructor. Sandra Hick, instruc- 
tor In physical education, said.

and advanced swimming but cao- 
not with such a small pool and 
so many students, she said. 

THE POOL is too shallow, the 
diving board im too short and 
the ceiling is too low, Owen 
Woodard, PEW Sr, said, de- 
^,(^lbi^g the swimming area. 
There should be a conrae for 
swimming competition, not Just 
remedial swimming for nine 
weeks, Ulss Woodard said. 
Other majors also exprewied a 
desire to takf advanced swim- 
ming courses, not offered be- 
cause of inadequate facilities. 

There is only one required 
course in swimming. Carolyn 
Cox, PEW So, said. There should 
be a coarse in modern swimming 
styles and competitive swim- 
ming, she said. 

IT WOL'LJ> be better to have 
oajS pool to be ahared by both 
the awa'a «ad womea'i depart- 



ments 80 both could have pro- 
visions for diving, Joan Lyne, 
PEW gr, said. 

The pool d<(k was tiled last 
summer and the pool itself 
painted, which at least makes 
the swimming area more invit- 
ing. Miss Geyer said. The water 
now is treated with iodine rather 
than chlorine. The women like 
It better because ft la leas Irri- 
tating to the eyes, she said. 

THIH IH the first moderni- 
zation to the pool since the fil- 
tration system was installed 
about 30 years ago, Miss Geyer 
said. With the exception of 
paint, the locker and dressing 
area Is the same as when the 
building was built, Miaa Oeyer 
said. 

Four teaching facilities are 
used by the department: the 
pool, a dance studio, a class- 
room and the big gym. plus out- 
door ctaaarooma tor tennla and 
team sports. 

THK DANCE studio was the 
women's gym when the building 
was new, Miss Geyer said. The 
ceiling is to low for indoor sports 
and the area Is too small for a 
dasa la sports. However, It 



works very well for classes In 
rhythms, folk dancing and ele- 
mentary education courses in 
playground activities, she said. 

One ordinary elaaaroom is 
used for a body mechanics sec- 
tion. This room must double 
as an auxlUary gym by moving 

all the df'sks to the sides Of the 
room, MiBK Geyer said. 

The size of the class is lim- 
ited by the number of students 
who can do calisthenics in ihin 
improvlaed gym. When courses 
rtqairing class discussions meet 
in this room, there is competi- 
tion from the music practice 
rooms located in the building, 
she said. 

THE BIO gym was used by 
the men's varsity teem when 
Nichols gym was new. An In- 
door archery range has l>>'f-ti 
set up in the gxm. but only four 
targets may be used at one time 
with the limited space. Miss 
Geyer said. 

Outdoor classrooms In the 
southeast corner of campus are 
used for field hockey, speed- 
ball and Softball. After clasMS 
they are used for intrnninrnl 
programs. Thto area soon wiu 



be eliminated by the construc- 
tion ot a new auditorium, Mies 
Oeyer tald. 

Oymnastlcs is a field which 
is receiving much emphasis in 
junior and senior high schools 
now. Miss Lyne said. K-State 
has no regulation equipment tor 
this sport. This sport requires 
demonstrating, and without hav- 
ing learned tt la elaaa. It la 
diffkult to demoattrate, aba 
said. 

THE ONhY equipment we 

have for gymnastics is the hand- 
me-down trampoline that conkl 
no longer be used by the mea'a 
department, a balance beam 
built last year — which Is halt 
the regulation size, a vaulting 
box and uneven parallel bars, 
Miss Hick said. 

Students undoubtedly are 
handicapped when they student 
teach because they are required 
to tf*;icb sports which are ua- 
famiilar to them, she said. 

Physical ESducatton majors 
ct-rn rally are pleased with the 
program in health, safety and 
team sporU, but are dlsaattatled 
with the variety of courses 
available.

Heated Controversy 

Bditor: 

Recent controversies expressed in letters-to-the 
editor have generated an excitement which I find 
refretihing and encouraging for the development 
of our University. However, because of the heat 
of the eotttroveray, there may be a misunderstand- 
ing about several points. At least one of the ©or- 
respondents has taken it upon himself to advise 
that someone else ought to take a course in logic, 

I think it would be helpful to make perfectly 
clear what may be nnderstood by those who have 
not taken a course in the area of philosophy but 
who have witnessed the disputes between philoso- 
phers and non-philosophers In this newspaper. 

Classes in logic are not devoted to learning how 
to prove that Jesus— or anyone else, for that mat- 
ter—Is immoral Classes In logic are intended to 
develop and refine the knowledge and techniques 
necessary to discriminate valid and Invalid argu- 
ments. The use to which this knowledge 
these techniques are put Is 
who possesses them. 

Classes in philosophy are not devoted to dis- 
proving any iiarticular commonly accepted belief 
or group of beliefs; but, instead, they are devoted 
to (1) Identifying our beliefs and the assaniptlona 
on which they are based. (2) critically determin- 
ing whether the set of t.eiiofs we hold is consistent, 
and (3 J comparing our beliefs and

Ethics Debated 

Editor: 

The current local debate on the ethics of 
Jesus seems to have stalled on some questions 
Of Scriptural Interpretation. 

FOR INHTANCE, if St. Matthew't atory of 
the demoniacs proves anything about Jesus' al- 
leged miatreatnent <ii vwlne, the atory niwt be 
takes literally. To niako his point. Mr. Hoffman 
reQttlraa ua to believe that evil spirits actually 
exist. And thta won't do, for it dlaterta the pic- 
ture language about evil fipiritH coiiimon to Bib- 
lical times, and overlooks the gist of the story, 
which is the healing power of Jesoa. One may 
reject this story at face vialue, but it cannot be 
twisted to say whatever one wants it to say. 

Secondly, the precise meaning of Jesus' de- 
nunciation of the phariseea la something that 
Christians themsetveH disagree on. Words such 
as "hell" and "eternal damnation" do not now 
rannote what they need fo. And likewise, other 
sarlasa of Jesus arc not f^e If -explanatory, as well. 
But the Scriptures do make clear that Jesus and 
His followers saw the Pharisees as the enemies 
of true faith in God. One may disagree with this, 
but It la difficult to judge Jesus' words outside the 
content of the faith and the world view In which 
He spoke. Hoffman raises a legitimate question 
here, but he in no position to paaa Judgment on 
Jesus unless he Is prepared to interpret accurately 
what Jesus is reported to have said. 

FINALLY, the great hrony lOf this debate on 
Jesus' ethics is that the Scriptures which pro- 
claim Him as Lord are being used in argument 
against Mini. This could be done If the New 
Testament were documentary history. But the 
Bible la prejndleed by the faith of Its- wrtters, 
who wrote what was meaningful to them. The 
Scriptures thus prove very little about Jesus, 
except what flls dtaelplee remembered and be- 
lieved about Him. For one who does BOt share the 
Biblical faith, the Scriptures ohvioasly have no 
antheritr. Hoffman, however, eftes the Bible to 
support his own dalms about Jeaus. Perhaps 
this can be done with some logic, but not wlth- 
omt inferring that Beripture lacka even the in- 
tesrltjr of its own viewpoint. 

By the same token, however, one cannot prove 
that Hoffman Is wrong by quoting the Scriptures. 
The "truth' that Christians find in the Bible la not 
self-evident, as Hoffman himself has pointed out, 
for such truth Is assented to only by faith. Ob- 
Tionaly, people of differing fatths Oiaagree en 
their views of Jesua, liut this discussion might 
be more Interesting it Mr. Hoffman revealed his 
own faith, so that the -real points of dtoacreeanat 
could be bronght ood la the open.

Of course whether 
this statement was an Insnlt depended on my re- 
action to it. Some Anstralians mliflit feSl tlMt to 
be called Baglllft was a compliment. In the same 
way whether the treatment of Mr. Homer of the 
State Department was discourteous depends on his g 
reaetioD to his treatment aa well as on the natul-e^ 
of the treatment. In fact he himself did not feel 
Insulted. In this respect the incident differs from 
ttMt «C ^e Swomley debate. 

nOBRB ASB two other ways in which fte Iiih 
eidents differ. The first Is that the discussion was 
limited to the pertinent facts — there was no pw- 
wwd httaek on Mr. Hennr. Vr. 9Ioni«r was the 
only person to use the argument ad homlnent— 
when he aaid "I don't mean to sound condescend- 
ing ..." and then proeeded to be exbtimely eon- 
descending and insulting to his listeners. What he 
said was completely Irrelevant to the facts, which 
were what we wanted from him. 

The oHmt way to wlitiAi the taeldento W lo rod 

is that there was no breach of the rules of polite 
debate In the wa} in which the "Queatlona" were 
ask«^. Many of the "qneetions" were obyonely, 
not quef^tiouH at all but statements of facts that 
Mr. Horner had omitted, and re-evaluations of 
facta that he had stated. In the type of presenta- 
tion that Mr. Horner gave this was Inevitable. Mr. 
Horner was not (nor did he pretend to be) a < 
scholar giving an objeetlve description of the 
Vietnam sftnatton. He was an apologist for the 
state Departm^t pnsentlng the offleial view of 
the situation. '-mr'' 

' MR. JOB»T s«yB that a good student iBiast 
know both sides of the qnestlon. (This knowledge 
Is lust what some of us at the talk were trying 
to provide.) In the same paragraph however, he 
fAvtoes the Intelligent stndent to eheck whether 
one of the groups is subversive. If it is, apparently 
one automatically takes the other aide. It seems 
Mr. Jobst has been watching Westerns. How 
handy it is for him that the Viet Cong wear 
black — obvionsly they are the baddies and to hell 
with the facts. 

Mr. Jobst and I agre on one point— >that a 

government such as that of the U.S. (or Australia) 
is better than a Communist one. But what I re- 
gard as an nndMlrable trait of the Communists 
Mr. Jobst ftods desirable; I refer to his oontoB*; 
tion that everybody should support the govern- 
ment. Even if I thought the government right 
in this instance. I wenM flipport the froedon of 
those who disagreed to dlssent — and» what's more, 
to express this dissent pnblidy. Nobody tried to 
shot Mr. Goldwater up when he expressed hi» 
disagreement with the President. This attitude 
that public expression be monolithic ia Its support 
of the official government policy la jnst what we 
are told to expect from the Communists. In a 
Communist country a person in the employ of 
the University (as I am), who expmued his dis- 
sent in the way I have, eo^ >eaEP0ee to be firod 
(or so we are told). 

It is freedom from this type of repression that 
1 i«lae in onr society. As a memb«r of an ex- 
tremely small minority the freedom of the ballot 
box is of little use to me and I have found the 
freedom of the press rather illusory — the big 
papers {mbiish only what their readers want— 
or rather what they think their readers want. 

^No one really likes what is happening but 
the U.8. Is pledged to htfip . . . people . . . keetf 
(their) freedom." Don't you see. Mr. Jobst, that 

you are saytng that the end justifies the means 

the very argnmrnit that the Coma have always 
used to Justify their terrorist tactics? To avoid 
doing this, we have to examine, every action of 
onr government and try to answer two questions: 

( 1 ) does this action Increase or decrease freedom, 

(2) if the action cauaes suffering does the in- 
creaae ia freedom Justify the suffering, other- 
wise, Mr. Jobst. yon shonld stick to yonr Western.
